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PREFACE 


(J^HE  Swain  School  of  Design  founded  in 
^-^  1881  operates  under  a  limited  endowment 
fund  established  under  the  will  of  its  founder, 
William  W.  Swain.  While  there  is  no  charge 
for  tuition,  registration  fees  are  assessed  each 
student,  as  set  forth  elsewhere  in  this  catalog,  as 
a  guarantee  of  faithful  attendance  and  earnest 
endeavor.  The  school  is  a  Charter  Member  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Arts,  and  holds  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  oldest  private  school  in  the 
State  devoted  entirely  to  the  teaching  of  Art. 

The  curriculum  of  the  school  includes,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  four  year  diploma  courses  in  Com- 
mercial Art  and  Fashion  and  Costume  Design, 
Evening  and  Saturday  morning  classes.  During 
a  part  of  each  winter,  a  series  of  Extension 
Courses  are  offered  in  Art  Sub- 
jects reguiring  a  minimum  at- 
tendance. 


The  courses  of  study  included  in  the  curriculum 
offer  opportunity  for  systematic  training  in  art 
and  its  application  to  commerce  and  trade. 


REQUIREMENTS 
FOR  DIPLOMA 

CANDIDATES  for  the  diploma  are  required  to 
complete  a  four  year  course  of  study  totaling 
100  Credit  Hours. 

Applicants  must  have  passed  their  sixteenth 
birthday.  Although  a  high  school  diploma  is  not 
necessary,  preference  will  be  given  to  high 
school  graduates. 

With  the  exception  of  students  transferring  from 
other  schools,  and  entitled  to  advanced  rating, 
no  professional  subject  will  be  included  during 
the  first  year. 

All  members  of  the  freshman  class  are  reguired 
to  study  cast  and  still  life  drawing  at  least  one 
period  each  week. 

Students  are  required  to  devote  not  less  than  ten 
hours  per  week  for  three  years  to  their  major 
subject  or  field  of  concentration. 

Students  whose  absences  equal  twenty  per  cent 
of  the  total  class  sessions  in  any  one  subject  will 
receive  no  credit  for  the  course  and  must 
repeat  the  course  should  it  be  one  required  for 
graduation. 

An  average  grade  of  C  is  required  for  grad- 
uation.

The 
Trustees  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  the  applica- 
tion of  any  student  who  does  not  meet  these  or 
any  other  qualifications  which  they  may  de- 
mand. 


ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS

eOMMERCIAL  ART  is  recognized  today  as  a 
valuable  adjunct  to  business.  Illustrations 
and  designs  which  vividly  impress  the  buying 
public,  advertising  booklets,  catalogues  and  the 
various  forms  of  printed  matter  sent  through  the 
mails  are  being  used  more  and  more  in  adver- 
tising and  sales  promotion. 

The  four  year  course  of  instruction  is  designed 
to  prepare  students  to  compete  successfully  in 
this  field.  The  first  year  program  includes  in- 
struction in  the  principles  of  drawing  and  paint- 
ing, the  theory  and  use  of  color,  elementary 
perspective  and  design,  composition,  charcoal, 
water  color,  modeling,  anatomy  and  free  hand 
drawing.  The  following  three  years  are  devoted 
to  pen  and  ink  drawing,  draw-

/""-"TOUR  years  of  study  are  required  to  com- 
C/    plete  the  necessary  subjects  included  in 
the  requirements  for  the  diploma. 

Students  are  adequately  prepared  to  meet  the 
exactinq  requirements  of  the  publishers  of 
fashion  and  pattern  periodicals,  clothinq  manu- 
facturers, fashion  art  service  bureaus  and 
aqencies. 

Practical  workinq  problems  are  part  of  the  class 
routine  and  students  are  afforded  the  oppor- 
tunity durinq  their  course  of  study  to  sketch  in 
the  dress  departments  of  local  department  stores 
and  dress  shops. 

Modern  dress  and  period  costume  for  the  staqe 
are  included  and  accessories  are  carefully 
studied.  The  makinq  of  masks  for  paqeants, 
interpretive  dances  and  pantomime  concludes 
a  well  balanced  and  complete  appreciation  of 
staqe  requirements.

/y^HE  Evening  Classes,  which  are  in  session 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  evenings, 
form  an  important  department  of  the  School. 
Those  who  are  employed  during  the  day,  or  for 
other  reasons  are  unable  to  attend  the  Day 
School,  are  offered  substantially  the  same  op- 
portunities as  students  enrolled  in  other  depart- 
ments of  the   school. 

The  Evening  Classes  include  instruction  in  the 
essentials  of  drawing,  together  with  courses 
similar  to  those  of  the  day  school.  Students  have 
the  privilege  of  selecting  their  own  subject 
matter  and  field  of  concentration.  The  instructors 
willingly  co-operate  to  arrange

CLASSES 


The  minimum  age  limit  for  students  entering  the 
evening  classes  is  sixteen  years. 


5EVERAL    classes    are    maintained    Saturday- 
morning  for  children  and  adults. 


The  first  class  accommodates  children  between 
the  ages  of  ten  and  twelve.  In  this  class,  children 
develop  a  love  for  creative  expression  in  line 
and  form  through  drawing  and  painting.  The 
projects  completed  in  this  division  are  practical 
and  form  a  basis  for  successfully  pursuing  the 
work  in  the  other  classes. 

A  second  class  for  children  between  the  ages  of 
twelve  and  fourteen  provides  instruction  in  the 
fundamentals  of  drawing  and  painting,  and 
furnishes  the  necessary  training  to  enter  the 
more  advanced  courses.        .

AMATEUR  PHOTOGRAPHY 
FOR  BEGINNERS 

fp^HE  aim  of  this  course  is  to  teach  a  working 
\iJ  knowledge  of  the  various  popular  types  of 
cameras;  a  demonstration  of  lenses,  illustrating 
their  advantages  and  limitations;  the  use  of  dif- 
ferent emulsions  and  their  relative  speed;  the 
selection  and  use  of  developers;  demonstrations 
in  the  art  of  printing  the  negative  and  in  the 
selection  of  the  proper  paper.  The  study  of  en- 
larging completes  the  training.  Practical  working 
assignments  from  the  taking  of  the  picture  to  its 
completion  is  afforded  each  member  of  the  class. 

Classes  meet  one  evening  each  week  for  a 
period  of  twenty  weeks,  and  are  in  session  from 
7:00  to  9:00  on  Monday,  beginning  the  second 
Monday  of  October. 

(^•"^HE  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the 
\L)  fundamentals  and  principles  of  Show  Card 
Writing  and  Sign  Painting  in  the  shortest  pos- 
sible time,  consistent  with  a  thorough  training 
in  the  trade. 

Personal  instruction  is  given  each  member  of 
the  class  by  a  competent  instructor  who  for  many 
years  was  actively  engaged  in

^|N  less  than  one  half  a  century,  when  metalry 
/  and  crafts  were  first  introduced  into  the  curric- 
ulum of  art  schools,  the  subject  has  become  of 
considerable  interest  and  importance.  The  study 
of  crafts  provides  sound  training  in  the  principles 
and  application  of  design,  and  the  use  of  alumi- 
num, copper,  pewter  and  other  materials. 

The  class  in  crafts  meets  one  evening  each  week 
for  a  period  of  twenty-two  weeks,  beginning  the 
first  Wednesday  in  October.  Thorough  training 
is  given  in  Hammered  Metal;  Etching;  Repousse 
or  Chasing;  Pierced  Metal  Work;  Soldering; 
Fluting;  Wire  Jewelry;  Metal  Tooling;  Leather 
Tooling;  Leather  Carving;  Lineoleum  Block 
Prints;  Synthetic  Amber;  Chip  Carving;  Bead 
Work;  Batik. 

This  course  has  become  a  regu-

conducted  as  such.  All  materials 
reguired  for  the  various  crafts  may  be  purchased 
at  the  school  supply  room,  and  a  complete  as- 
sortment may  be  obtained  without  delay  or  in- 
convenience at  moderate  prices.

The  school  observes  a  few  special  holidays 
announced  during  the  school  year.  Holidays 
covering  a  period  of  one  week  or  more  occur  at 
Christmas  and  in  the  Spring.
